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Clarke alters sexual assault guidelines

exual violence is under 
Genres and is being 
brought to the attention 

of colleges and universities this 
October because of the Com- 
pliance of Campus Sexual Vio- 
lence Elimination (SaVE) Act. 
The Campus SaVE Act ad- 
dresses two problems. The 
first is a finding from a federal 
taskforce, which stated that 
one in five women are sexu- 
ally assaulted during their 
years at college. The second 
problem is the mishandling 
of sexual assault charges on 
the part of college officials. 
Currently, there are 85 col- 
leges under investigation for 
how they handled charges of 
sexual assault. The SaVE Act is 
an attempt to force colleges to 
handle sexual assault cases ina 
sensitive and effective fashion. 
This act requires colleges to 
reevaluate their policies about 
sexual misconduct and to in- 
sure that they include three 
things in those policies: the 
first is transparency, which 
includes definitions of sexual

assault, what will happen if a 
charge is made, and who a stu- 
dent can report to on and off- 
campus; the second is account- 
ability, which includes details 
on how disciplinary proce- 
dures should be conducted; 
and the last standard is edu- 
cation, which means provid- 
ing information for students 
and employees on prevention 
and bystander intervention. 

The Campus SaVE Act is an 


amendment to the Clery Act of 
1998 created in response to the 
death of Jeanne Clery, a fresh- 
man at Lehigh University, 
who was found murdered in 
her residence hall. At the time 
students and parents were 
not informed of the campus’s 
high rate of violent incidents. 

The Clery Act requires in- 
stitutions to publicly report 
campus crimes annually. The 
new SaVE Act will require 
colleges to include domes- 
tic violence, dating violence, 
sexual assault, and stalking 
in their annual crime reports. 

Kate Zanger, vice-president 
of Student Life at Clarke, was 
in charge of rewriting Clarke’s 
policy on sexual misconduct, 
in response to the Campus 
SaVE Act. The new policy 
now appears in the student 
handbook on page 38. She ex- 
plained that the SaVE Act came 
about because sexual violence 
is a nation-wide problem and 
under reported. The goal of 
this act is to “make clear and 
transparent what will hap- 
pen if someone comes for- 
ward with charges,” she said. 

Clarke’s new policy identi- 


fies ten different definitions 
for sexual misconduct. These 
include non-consensual sex- 
ual contact, non-consensual 
intercourse, forced sexual in- 
tercourse, sexual exploitation, 
sexual harassment, relation- 
ship violence, incapacitated 
sex, stalking, verbal assault, 
and a definition of what con- 
stitutes effective consent. 

Zanger explained that under 
the new policy, sexual harass- 
ment, which used to be dealt 
with in the handbook under 
“Discrimination,” is now in- 
cluded in a “Sexual Miscon- 
duct” section. 

If an incident occurs, the new 
policy directs students to the 
people that they can report 
to. The policy states who is 
required to keep the informa- 
tion confidential and who will 
be required to report the infor- 
mation to begin an investiga- 
tion. As Zanger explained, the 
goal of Clarke University is to 
“create an environment that’s 
safe and respectful. When it’s 
not, we have an obligation as

“I love that it’s a place to go 
off campus to work on home- 
work or chat with a friend or 
grab a quick coffee to fuel the 
day,” said Katie Van Buer, 
Clarke senior elementary and 
special education major. “The 
people who work there are 
all friendly, the owner knows 


your name, the menu 1s var- 
ied, and everything is deli- 
cious and reasonably priced.” 

This little café offers a variety 
of espressos that will satisfy 
your caffeine cravings. It also 
has a variety of breakfast items 
from sandwiches to waffles for 
your early morning cravings.

Their hot and cold 
containers have corn residue 
plastic on the interior instead 
of the petroleum residue 
that is found in most cups. 

Studies reported on Mind- 
fully.org say that paper or 
petroleum residue _ prod- 
ucts have been shown to be 
harmful to the environment. 
They are non-degradable so 
when thrown out they just 
sit there harming the earth. 

It is the right thing to do in 
order to become more envi- 
ronmentally friendly,” said 
Billy Henson, Jitterz owner. 

Henson said Jitterz only 
works with farmers who 
pledge to use rBST-free milk.

flection time,” Roberts said.

“I enjoyed 
getting a chance to diversify 
myself with inner city life and 
learn how inner city poverty is 
also present in my smal] home- 
town and here in Dubuque.” 
The participants volunteered 
in a bakery, Cookie Cart, that 
provides teens with their first 
jobs. Here they are taught ba- 
sic skills such as how to greet 
customers, how to take direc- 
tion from a supervisor, and 
how to be a good worker. 
Next, the group did yard 
work for the St. Jane House 
where they stayed. Then 
they separated into differ- 
ent groups to do various 
other activities.

Farmers give rBST supple- 
ments to cows to help them 
produce more milk. Accord- 
ing to the website Global 
Dairy Innovation, one cow can 
provide enough milk for 125 
kids’ school lunches in one 
day, but with the supplement, 
it can provide for 145 meals. 

Despite the increase in pro- 
duction, Jitterz only supports 
farmers that are rBST-free be- 
cause they believe this milk 
is more organic and healthier 
than milk produced by cows 
who were given the supple- 
ment.

a university to try and prevent 
that.” She added that it is im- 
portant that incidents are re- 
ported because the university 
cannot help if it does not know 
what is happening. 

Zanger said that if an inci- 
dent is reported to the univer- 
sity and a complaint lodged, 
Clarke has trained people 
who will do the investigation 
and look at the evidence to try 
and determine if this incident 
is likely or not likely to have 
occurred. If the investigation 
determines that a violation of 
the policy occurred, a sanction, 
or punishment, will be recom- 
mended, and if all agree to this 
decision, the proceedings stop 
there. 

However, either party can 
appeal this decision. If an ap- 
peal is made, there will be an 
administration hearing which 
will establish another sanction 
that can only be appealed on

cee University refuses 
to support the backpack 
staple JanSport over a re- 
fusal to sign an agreement 
to improve working condi- 
tions at Bangladesh factories. 
Cornell President David J. 
Skorton told VF Corporation,

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certain grounds. “It’s impor- 
tant that students know that 
an incident can be reported 
to Clarke and the police, both 
investigations can go on at the 
same time,” Zanger said. 

Education is a very impor- 
tant part of the new policy. 
The Campus SaVE act requires 
colleges to educate not just 
their employees but also their 
students about rape preven- 
tion and bystander interven- 
tion. 

Zanger explained that this 
year at orientation Clarke 
hired an outside company to 
act out scenarios and then the 
students discussed what had 
happened. This was followed 
by breaking the students into 
smaller groups with their RAs 
and Tuckpointers to discuss 
how students can prevent in- 
cidents of sexual misconduct. 
“We want students to feel em- 
powered to be active bystand- 
ers.” Zanger said. 


and Building Safety in Bangla- 
desh by Sept. 30, 2014. Several 
hundred workers were killed 
in a Bangladeshi garment fac- 
tory building collapse in 2013. 

“Although VF and JanSport 
are separate business entities,

Zanger is also seeking to 
recruit students to serve on 
a sexual violence taskforce. 
The taskforce will have three 
responsibilities. The first is to 
yearly review the policy and 
make sure it complies with the 
Campus SaVE Act. The second 
is to help create education and 
prevention programs for stu- 
dents. The last task is to devel- 
op a survey for students about 
how often sexual misconduct 
occurs and review the results. 

Zanger said that while writ- 
ing the policy she wanted to 
make it clear that the goal of 
Clarke is to have a safe and 
respectful campus. She ex- 
plained that the goal of this 
new policy is to allow people 
with complaints to feel safe 
coming forward and to know 
that they will be treated with 
respect, their case will be han- 
dled fairly, and that there will 
be help and support for what 
each person chooses to do.
